To make it even better, 
almost everyone who stopped by got a chance to get on the air and make 
some QSOs - including some newly licensed and soon-to-be licensed 
operators. 


In the coming weeks we'll be venturing to Seguin Island to operate an 
expedition station during the IOTA contest, and in mid August we'll be 
activating West Quoddy Head Light for International Lighthouse and 
Lightship Weekend. For anyone who's interested in joining us during any of 
our upcoming events, please send me an email, and we'll get you on the list.
